Extra of a Letter fent us to undoceive the 
Public, with re{pet? to a wrong Information 
lately publifbed concerning Sizars, Gc. at 
Cambridge. 


HE author of the Univerfal Mag. for 

March, p. 100. Col. t. in his Defcrip- 
tion of Cambridge Univerfity, fays, * The Sz - 
* zars may receive fome inconfiderable‘ matter 
* from their friends, or exhibitions left for that 
* purpofe, but are chiefly maintain’d at the 
* charge of the foundation ; and by the bene- 
* volence of the richer fort of their fellow col- 
* lezians.* 

This is fuch a blundering account as no 
Cambridge man could poffibly’ give, tho’ it is 
dated from thence, as feveral of their letters 
made here are from Holland. Firit, the inconfi- 
derable matter which a Sizar will have occa- 
fion fur from his ftiends, if he has no exhibi- 
tion, will amount to 4o /. red Ann, If he has 
an exhibition, it may fave him 5 or 6/. per An, 
few exhibitions are more ; fome but sos. 

As to Sizars being chiefly maintain’d at the 
charge of the foundation, it is a Gross mif- 
take, for they are not upon the foundation at 
all. And as for the benevolence of their richer 
fellow collegians, 1 fear it amounts to very 
Fittle, Every flloqw commoner indeed has his 
Sizar, to whom he allows a certain portion of 
commons, or viétuals and drink weekly, which 
may be worth 7 or 8 /. per Ann. but no mo- 
ney ; and for this the Sizar is obliged to do 
him eertain fervices daily —He makes Serai- 
tors to be the fame as Sizars, but they are very 
different, being indeed admitted S/zars; but 
when they accept of a Serwitor’s place, of 
which there are but five in St Fobn’s (the big- 
gett college in Cambridge) they wait at table 
upon the frbolars of the houfe, penfioners, and 
batchelors of arts, which the fixars do not, 
A fervitor’s place may be worth 14 or 15/. 
per Ann. Scholars of the boufe, which are 
the only ones upon the foundation (like the 
king’s fcholars at Wefminfter) he has wholly 
omitted. . Ibid, he fays, * The batchelors of 
* arts compleat their degrees the whole time 
* of Lent, beginning on Afewednefday.’—— 


This is abominable, for they fit for their de- - 


grees, and generally compleat them the firft and 
decond week after the Epiphesy, excepting 
fuch as are-ftopp’d-for infufficiency ; and thofe 
ufually get out on Afbwednefday, ot never, 
which is the end of all, and not the deginaing. 
. .P,§. Twas for fome time furprized at the 
-affiduity whfch fome bookfellers have fhewn in 
recommending the Univerfal Magazine; *till 
{ talked with one of- better anjelaniiog? who

remote from any of this moorifé boggy earth, 
that they cannot have the advantages Vaiotn to 
them by that Magazine) of being fupplied 
with turf for fuel. 
When they mention the diftances of fome 
D towns from the metropolis, Stockport is faid to 
be 160 miles from London ; Altrincham 131, 
and Knutsford 159 ; yet Knutsford was always 
computed to be but 4 miles from Altrincham, 
and Altrincham only 6 miles from Stockport.

once offered to interrupt me in making’ the 
coffee; whereas a lady of modern good breed- 
ing would have ftruggled’ with me for the

This raifed my fpirits, and as I found the 
Dean always introduc’d a compliment with an 
affront, I never afterwards was ftartled at the 
latter (as too many have been, not entering 
into his peculiarly ironical ftrain) but was mo- 
deftly contented with the former, which was 
more than I deferved, and which the furprize 
rendered doubly pleafing. 

By this time the bell ‘rang for church ; and 
Dr Delany and Mr Pilkington, who with my- 
felf were now all the company (for the reft 
departed before the coffee was ont) were obli- 
ged to attend the fummons’; but as there is no 
fervice in the cathedral except eee at 
fix o'clock, I chofe rather to attend the Dean 
there, than go to hear another :fermon ; by this 
means I had him'all to myfelf for’ near three 
honrs, during which time he made’ me read to

The Dean then miffing his golden bottle- 
fcrew, told me very fternly, * He was fure I

had not ;'—-Upon. which he looked for it, and 
found it where he himfelf had laid it; ‘ 'Tis 
S well for you, fays he, that I have gotit, or I 
«would have charged you with theft:’ «Why, 
‘pray, Sir, thould I. be fufpeéted more than 
‘ any other perfon in the cnangeny ?* ¢ Fora 
¢ very good reafon, fays he, becaufe you are 
* the pooreft,” 

There now came in, to fup with the Dean, 
one of the oddeft little mortals I ever met with;

Morning, and coach-hire alfo, which I durft not 
refufe, left I thould have been deemed as great

I cannot recollect that ever I aw the Dean 
laugh, perhaps he thought it beneath him ; for 
when any pleafantry paft which might have ex- 
cited it, he ufed to fuck his cheeks to avoid ri- 
fibility.-—He frequently put me in mind of 
Shake[pear’s defcription of Caffus.

fure us, that he was the favonrite of one lady ; 
but to fpeak my fentiments, I really believe it 
wasa he was wholly unacquainted with,

ometitties awed her to fuch timidity, that the 
‘effects 6f Her ‘ptefente’ were fearcely perceptible.

‘ain, atid’ feertied defirdtis of continuing bufied 
in plucking fldWers, but Were no longer guard- 
ed“ by Innecence’; ahd fach as Education could 
Wot frée back, proceéded up the Mountain by 
Wome fhiry Youd, in Which they Were feldom 
teen, and {carcely ever Yegarted. - 
. As Education ted her troop up ‘the moun- 
fain, ‘hothing.was tore obfervable than that

Habits undet the eye of Education wert quiet- 
ly forward, and feemed very little toencreafe in 
‘bulk or ftrength ; for though they were always 
willing to join with Appetite, yet when Edu- 
cation-kept them apart ftom her, they would 
very punctially obey command, arid make the 
narrow roads‘in which they were corifined eafier 
and fmodther. 

It was obfervable, that their ftatare’was ne- 
ver at a ftand, but continually growing or de~ 
creafing, yet not always in the fatne proporti- 
ons 3 nor could I forbear to exprefs‘my ‘admi- 
ration, when I faw in: how much lefs time 
they gehérally gained than lof bulk.» Though 
they grew flowly in the road of Edutation, it 
might however be perceived that ‘they grew ;

Each link grew tighter ‘a3 it had longer 
worn, and when, by continual additions, ‘they 
became fo heavy as to be'felt, they were ‘very 
frequently too ftrong to be broken, 
hen Education had proceeded in this *man- 
ner to the part of the mountain where’ the de-

“The 
meaner of them’ appeared capable ‘of ‘prefiding 
in fenates, or géverhihg nations,and yet watch- 
ed the fteps of the other with the’ moft ‘anxidts 
attention, ahd was'vifibly confounded anid per- 
plexed if ever the faftered ber regatd:to be drawn 
away.

€ thee to Religion.’ Charmed by-her voice 
and afpect, I profeffed my readinels to follow 
her. She then prefented me to her m'ffre/s, 
who looked upon me with tendernefs. I bow- 
ed before her, and fhe fmil’d. 

When Education delivered up thofe for whofe 
happinefs the had been fo long folicitous, the 
feemed to expect that they fhould exprefs fome 
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* them were inchained by Habits, and ingulf- 
* ed by Defpair, a cruel tyrant, whofe caverns 
* ‘are beyond the darknefs on the right fice and 
* on the left, from whofe prifons none can e- 
* feape, and whom I cannot teach you to a- 


¢ Bright power, faid I, by A‘ void.” 


Such was the declaration of Reafon, to thofe 
who demanded her protection. Some-that re- 
colleéted the dictates of Education, finding them 
now feconded by another authority, fubmitted 
with reluctance to the ftriét decree, and enga- 
ged themfelves among the followers of Religi- 
on, who were diftinguithed by the uniformity of 
their march, tho” many of them were women, 


B and by their continual endeavours to move up- 


wards, without appearing to regard the prof; 
which at every ftep courted their attention. 

All thofe who determined to: follow either 
Reafon or Religion were continually impor 
tuned to forfake the road, fometimes by Pa/fi- 
ons, and fometimes by Appetites, of whom both 
had reafon to boaft of the fuccefs of their arti- 


dor ge for her care, or fome regret at the € fices ; for fo many were drawn into bye paths, 


lefs of that protection which fhe had hitherto 
afforded them. But it was eafy to difcover, by

Rea- 
fon counfelled them at their firft entrance upon 

er province, to enlift themfelves among the 
votaries of Religion ; and informed them, that 
if they trufted to her alone, they would find 
the fame fate with her other admirers, whom 
the had not been able to fecure againft Appe- 
tites and Paffions, and who having been feized 
by Habits in the regions of Defre, had been 
dragged away to the caverns of Defpair. Her 
admonition was vain, tbe greater number de- 
clared againft any other direction, and doubted 
not but by her fuperintendency they fhould 


climb with fafety up the Mountain of Exif- F 


ence. * My power, faid Reafon, is to advife, 
not to compel ; I have already told you the 
danger ef your choice. The path now feems 
plain and even, but there are afperities and 
pitfals, over which Re/igion only caa conduct 
you. Look upwards, and you perceive a mift 

fore you fettled upon the highetft vifible part 
of the mountain, a mift by which my pro- 
fpeét is terminated, and which is pierced on- 
ly by the eyes of Religion, Beyond it are 
the temples of Happine/s, in which thofe 
who climb the precipice by her direction, after 
the toil of their pilgrimage repofe for ever. 
I know not the way, and therefore can only 
conduct you toa better guide. Pride has 
fometimes reproached me with the narrow - 
nefs of my view, but when fhe endeavoured 
to extend it, could only fhew me, below the 
mift, the bowers of Content ; even they va- 
nithed as I fix’d my eyes upon them ; and 
* thofe whom fhe perfuaded to travel towards 
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that any way was more populous than the 
right, The attacks of the Appetites were more 
impetuous, thofe of the Pa/fions longer conti-~ 
nued, The Appetites turned their followers 
dire@tly from te true way, but the Paffozs 
marched at firftin a path nearly in the fame 
direGtion with that of Reafon and Religion 


LD but deviated by flow degrees, till at laft they 


entirely changed their courfe, Appetite drew 
afide the dull, and Paffion the fprightly. . Of 
the Appetites, Luff was the ftrongeft; and of 
the Paffions, Vanity. The moft powerful af- 
fault was to be feared, when ‘a Paffion and an 
Appetite joined their enticements ; and the path 
of Reafon was beft followed, when a Paffion 
called to one fide, and an Appetite to the other. 
Thefe feducers bad the greateft fuccefs upon 
the followers of Reafon,over whom they fcarce- 
ly ever failed to prevail, except when they 
counteracted one another. They had not the 
fame triumphs over the votaries of Religion 5 
for tho” they were often led afide for a time, 
Religion commonly recalled them by her emif- 
fary Confcience, before Habit had time to en- 
chain them, But they that profeffed to obey 
Reafon, if once they forfook her, feldom 1¢= 
turned ; for fhe had no meflenger to fummon 
them but Pride, who generally betray’d her 
confidence, and employ’d all her {kill to fup- 
port Paffion ; and if ever fhe did her duty, was 
found unable to prevail, if Habit had interpofed. 
T foon found that the great danger to the 


G followers of Religion was only from Habit ; 


every other power was eafily: refifted, nor did 


they find any difficulty when they inadvertent- 
ly quitted her, to find her again by the direc- 
tion of Confcience, unlefs they had given time 
to Habit to draw her chain behind them, and 
bar up the way by which they had wandered, 
Of fome of thofe, the condition was juftly to 
be pitied, who turned atevery 
ence, tried, but withou ’ 
the.chains of Habit 5 bese adhe 
ward at adiftance, faw her with

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guifhed in fordid bondage,which they could not 
efcape, tho’ they fcorned and hated it. 

It was evident that the Habits were fo far 
from growing weaker by thefe repeated contefts, 
that if they were not totally overcome, every 
ftruggle enlarged their bulk,and increafed their 
ftrength ; and a Habit, oppos’d and vitorious, 
was more than twice as ftrong as before the 
conteft, The manner in which thofe who were 
weary of their tyranny endeavoured to efcape 
from them, appeared by the event to be gerie- 
rally wrong ; they tried to loofe their chains 
One by one, and to retreat by the fame degrees 
fs they advanced; but before the deliverance 
was compleated, Habit always threw new chains 
upon her fugitive ; nor did any efcape her but 
thofe who by an‘effort fudden and violent,burft 
their thackles at once, and Jeft her at a diftance; 
and even of thefe, many rufhing too precipi- 
tately forward, and hindered by their terrors 
from ftopping where they were fafe, were fa- 
tigued with their own vehemence, and refigned 
themfelves again to that power from whom an 
efcape muft be fo dearly bought, and whofe ty- 
ranny was little felt, except when it was re- 
fifted. 

Some however there always were, who,when 
they found Habit prevailing over them, called 
upon Reason or Religion for affiftance ; each of 
them willingly came to the fuccour of her fup- 
pliant ; but neither with the fame ftrength nor 
the fame fuccefs, Habit, infolent with her 
power, would often prefume to parley with 
ry om and offer to loofe fome of her chains 
if the reft might remain. To this, Rea/on, 
who was never certain of victory, frequently 
confented, but always found her conceffion de- 
ftructive, and faw the captive led away by Ha- 
bit to his fermer flavery. Religion never fub- 
Mitted to treaty, but held out her hand with 
certainty of conqueft ; and if the captive to 
whom he gave it did not quit his hold, always 
Jed him away in triumph, and placed him in 
the direét path to the temple of Ha nef 
where Reafon never failed to congratulate his 
deliverance, and encourage his adherence to that 
power to whofe timely fuccour he- was indebt- 
ed for it. 

When the traveller was again placed in the 
road of Happinefs,.1 faw Habit again gliding be- 
fore him, but reduced to the ftature of a dwarf, 
without ftrength and without aétivity ; but 
when the Pafeenv'or Appetites, which had be- 
fore feduced him, made their approach, Habit 
wottld on a fudden ftart into fize, and with un. 
expected violence puth him towards them. The 
wretch thus impelled on one fide, and allured 
on the other, too frequently quitted the road 
of Happine{s, to which, after his fecond devi- 
ation from it, he rarely.retwrned, But if by a 
timely call upon Religion, the foree of Habit 
was eluded, her attacks. grew fainter, and at 
Jaft her correfpondence.with the enemy was en- 
tirely deftroy’d.. She then began to employ 
chofe reftiefs faculties in compliance with the 

which the could not overcome ; and as 
grew again in ftature and ftrength, cleared 
away the afperities of the road to Happine/s. 


my attention, becaufe all who travelled it ap- 
peared chearfal and fatisfied ; and the farther 
they proceeded, the greater appeared their ala- 
crity, and the ftronger their conviction of the 
wifdom of their guide. Some who had never de- 
viated but by fhort excurfions, had Habit in the 
A middle of their paffage, vigoroufly fupporting 
them, and driving off their Appetites andPafficns, 
which attempted to interrupt their progrefs,— 
Others, who had entered this road late, or had 
long forfaken it, were toiling on without her 
help at leaft, and commonly againft her endea- 
vours. But I obferved, when they approached 
to the barren top, that few were able to pro--. 
ceed without fome fupport from Habit, and 


B that thofe whofe Habits were ftrong, advanced 


towards the mifts with little emotion, and en- 
tered them at laft with calmnefs and confidence; 
after which they were feen only by the eye of 
Religion, and though Reafon looked after therm 
with the moft earneft curiofity, fhe could only 
obtain a faint glimpfe, when her miftrefs, to 
enlarge her profpect,raifed her from the ground, 
Reafon, however, difcerned that they were fafe,

© Now, Theodore, faid my protector, with-

I looked then upon the road of Reafon, which 
D was indeed, fo far as it reached, the fame with 
that of Religion, nor had Reafon difcovered it 
but by her inftru€tions. Yet, when fhe had 
once Cina taught it, fhe clearly faw that it was 
right ; and Pride had fometimes incited her te 
declare that fhe difcovered it herfelf, and per- 
fuaded her to offer herfelf as a guide to Religi~ 
on, whom, after many vain experiments, the 
E found it her higheft privilege to follow. Rea- 
Son was however at laft well inftructed in part 
of the way, and appeared to teach it with fome 
fuccefs, when her precepts were not mifrepre. 
fented by Paffion, or her influence overborn by 
Appetite. But neither of thefe enemies was 
fhe able to refit. When Paffion feized upon 
her votaries, fhe feldom attempted oppofition ; 
fhe feemed indeed to contend with more vigour 
againft Appetite, but was generally overwearied 
in the conteft ; and if either of her opponents 
had confederated with Hadit, her authority was 
wholly at an end. When Habit endeavoured 
to captivate the votaries of Religion, fhe grew 
by flow degrees, and gave time to efcapé ; but 
in feizing the unhappy followers of Reafon, fhe 
proceeded as one that had nothing to fear, and 


G enlarged her fize, and doubled her chains with- 


out intermiffion, and without referve. 

Of thofe who forfook the directions of Rea- 
Jon, fome were led afide by the whifpers of Am- 
bition, who was serpitnelay pointing to ftately 
palaces, fituated on eminences on either fide, 
recounting the delights of affluence, and boaft- 
ing the fecurity of power. They were eafily 
perfuaded to follow her, and Habit quickly 
threw her chains upon them ; they were foon 
convinced of the folly of their choice, but few 


From this, road I could not eafily withdraw of them attempted to return, none led 
; mn 
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them forward from precipice to precipice, where 
many fell and were feenno more. Thofe that 
efcaped, were, after a long feries of hazards, 
generally delivered over to Avarice, and enlift- 
ed by her in the fervice of Tyranny , 
continued to heap up gold till their patrons or 
their heirs puthed them headlong at laft into 
the caverns of De/pair. 

Others were inticed by Intemperance to ram- 
ble in fearch of thofe fruits that hung over the 
rocks, and filled the air with their fragrance. 
I obferved that the Habits which hovered about 
thefe foon grew to. an enormous fize, nor were 
there any who lefs attempted to return to Reg- 
fon, of fooner funk into the gulphs that lay 
before them, When thefe firft quitted the road, 
Reafon looked after them with a frown of con- 
tempt, but had little expectations of being able 
to reclaim them ; for the bowl] of intoxication 
was of fuch qualities as to make them lofe all 
regard. but for the prefent moment; neither 
Hope nor Fear could enter their retreats, and 
Habit had fo abfolute a power, that even Con- 
Science, if Religion had employed her in their 
favour, would not have been able to force an 
entrance, 

There were others whofe crime it was rather 
to neglect Reafon'than to difobey her, and who 
retreated. from the heat and tumult of the way, 
not to the bowers of Intemperance, but to the 
maze of Indolence. They had this peculiarity 
in their condition, that they were always in 
fight of the road of Reafon, always withing for 
her prefence, and.always refolving to return to- 
morrow. In thefe was moft eminently confpi- 
cuous the fubtlety of Habit, who hung imper- 
ceptible fhackles upon them, and was every mo- 
ment leading them farther from the road, which 
they always imagined that they had the power 
of reaching. They wandered on from one dou- 
ble of the labyrinth to another, with the chains 
of Habit hanging fecretly upon them, till, as 
they advanced, the flowers grew paler, and the 
fcents fainter ; they proceeded in their dreary 
march without pleafure in their progrefs, yet 
without power to return ; and had this aggra- 
vation above all others, that they were crimi- 
nal, but not delighted. The Drunkard fora 
time laughed over his ‘wine ;. the ambitious man 
triumphed in the mifcarriage of his rival ; but 
the captives of Indolence had neither fuperiori~ 
’ tynor merriment. Difcontent lowered in their 
looks, and Sadnefs hovered round their thades ;

AMas §¥ remarks of M: Triewa/d on 
damps, or thofe dangerous vapours 
which arife-in mines, he obferves there 
are two forts. The firft, which extin- 
guifhes the lights, and fuffocates the mi- 
ners, he aferibes to a want of renewing 
the air, for feveral years pent up in 
fome corner of the mine, long aban- 
don’d by the workmen, and now a- 
gain opened. . It is eafy to guard againft 
this dangerous air, which is deprived of 
its elafticity, by carrying a lighted can- 
dle at a good diftance before you, boldly 
advancing while it continues burning, 
and retreating when it goes out. The 
fecond kind of vapours is fired at the ap- 
proach of a candle, and is what the 
mines in England are very fubject to, 
where the air is often kindled, and runs 
thro’ all the caverns with the noife and. 
violence of thunder, killing al] it meets. 
The oil of ftone engenders thefe dan- 
gerous vapours, and nature has been 
imitated in their formationsby art. [See 
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Vol. xvii. p. 327.) M. Tricwald 
alfo recommends antimony in certain 
diforders incident to horfes. It is‘ to” 
be prepared by mixing antimony with 
nitre, making a detonation, and colleét- 
ing the {coria, or fcurff which remains. 
This is an emetic, but as horfes do not 
vomit,this prefcription cures them with- ' 
out any feniible evacuation. The fame 
— defcribes a machine for ma- 
ing faws with great expedition, 

Captain Eren/chwerdt, having made 
experiments on the different degrees of 
itrength in‘the gunpowder of feveral 
countries of Ezrope, found that of Szve- 
den to excel ; a meafur’d * charge of it 
threw bombs of a certain calibre roz 
Swedifh ells, when French powder car- 
ry’d them no farther than 79, and that 
of England but 74.

M. Morazus had feen the fatal effects 
of henbane with the blae flower, better 
known by the name Nape//us.

We obferve in this 
eounty, that in cafe our theep are at any time 
infeéted with the fcab, ‘it infeéts the very land, 
fo that if we ftock it again with freth theep in 
lefs than two or three years, they are furely in- 
fected with the fcab within a month or fix 
weelts at fartheft, but here lies the great error 
of our obftinate farmers, grafiers, and cow- 
keepers. I fhall now point you out a very 
probable remedy, for the benefit of my coun- 
try, without the leaft hopes of gratuity or 
geward, 
© As foon as you perceive the diftemper on 
any of your cattle, firft cut off the tip of 
both ears, burn behind the ears alfo with a 
red-hot iron, and every morning, for three 
days following, bleed under the tongué,plen- 
tifully, giving the following cheap remedy, 
morning and evening, for nine or ten days ; 
Take a large fpoontul of tar, and beat it up 
in a mortar with one egg (thell and all) then 
mix with it one large {poonful of honey, two 
large {poonfuls of infeed oil, four large 
fpoonfuls of the fharpeft vinegar, and half a 
pint of fmall beer, to all which add half an 
ounce of grains of paradife ; and then give it 
in a horn as above, fafting the bullock for 
an hour after it, when it may drink freely of 
warm water and a little bran, and keep in 
houfe. Wath the mouth, teeth, and tongue 
of the creature twice a day, before you give 
the above remedy, with warm water three 
tts; the oa ms vinegar the other part, 
adding a little honey and alum to the wath ; 
and remember to prick the bladder on the 
tongue with a needle, or open it with a pen-— 
knife. ‘Tar the nofes, breafts, and fides of 
the cattle once a week, and alfo wath their 
necks and légs every fecond or third day with 
* ftale urine. Let the ftables and out-houfes 
© be fumigated with tar and fulphur, and the 
© walls, @c. wathed with water, vinegar, ho- 
* ney, and alum, as above obferved.”

Account of the Fortrefs of MarstricuT 
Srom La Martiniere. (See the Pion.) 
Agsricnt is divided into two 
tricht properly fo called, on the Wef 
fide of the river, and the fuburb Wyck 
‘on the Eaft fide. They are joined by a 
very fine bridge 1@0 foot in length, with 
nine largé atches, eight of which are of 
free tone. The ninth, which is next 
to Wyck, is of wood, and 65 foot long; 
and is focontriv’d that it may, in cale 
of neceflity, be demolifhed ina very 
little time, fo as to cut off all commu- 
nication between the two places. Un- 
der this arch the larger veffels pafs. 
This city has undergone five confi- 
derable fieges: The firft in 1579, 
when having declar’d for the confe 
racy, the Duke of Parma took it on th 
1gth of June, after a fiege of four 
months: It was then pillag’d by the 
Spaniards, and above 8000 people loft 
their lives in a miferable manner. The 
fecond fiege was in 1632, when Frede- 
rick Henry, Prince of Orange retook it 


from the Spaniards in two months and F 


12 days, The third fiege, which was 
undertaken by the Marquis d’ Aytone in 
1634, wasrais’d. In the fourth fiege, 
it was taken by Lewis the X1Vth King 
of France in Jub 167, after 13 days 
open trenches. ‘The fifth and lait was 
that undertaken ys 
(afterwards K. William MII.) in 1676, 
which he’ was obliged to raife.after an 
attack of 51 days. owever, the place 
was"reftored to the States General in 
1678 .by the treaty of Niemeguen. 

This is one of the itrongeit fortrefles, 
and the principal key of the republick, 
upon the Magy.

One of 
thefe inundations is towards Liege, be- 
tween the city and fort St Peter, and 
reaches from the Maefe to the Tongres 
gate ; the other near the Boifleduc gate, 
and extends from the baftion call’d Dopt 
the Mae/e. 
Wyck, tho’ on the other fide of the 
Mae/e, is look’d upon asa part of the 
city, and is under the fame jurifdiétion. 
This fide is alfo exceedingly well for- 
tified ; its rampart is three quarters of a 
mile in coed and is fank’d by three 
large baftions joined to the body of the 
lace. It has another inclofure of earth, 
ank’d by feveral baftions and ravelins, 
and alfo a good cover’d way. 

Above the bridge there is an ifland 
fortified with redoubts, and another 
below furrounded with walls of blue 
ftone. This aft ifland is very near the 
Meule-Port, or Mill-Gate, and has been 
rais’'d within 30 years or thereabouts, 
with the dirt and rubbifh that has been 
thrown there. Within two mutket fhot 
of the town, towards Liege, ftands fort: 
St Peter, upon the brow of a hill of the 
fame name, which faces the town. It 
confifts of a very large baftion with 
cafemates, and has a counterfcarp and 
cover’d way. - It has alfo lines of com- 
munication and intrenchments, bothon’ 
right and left, which reach to the i- 
nundation form’d by the ‘Fair between 
the fort and town, which is pretty po- 
pulous, and is reckon’d to have about 
3000 houfes, and, exclufive of the gar- 
rifon, 12 or 13,000 inhabitants. 

The river Mac/e rifes in Burgundy, 
and running N. thro’ Lorrain andCham- 
pagné, enters the Netherlands, and have

‘The feve- 
ral edits and declarations which your 
parliament hath verified fince the be-

Tbe Cafe of impreffing Men in the New 
England Colonies ; pudblifh’d at Bofton. 


Ale colonies want more people ; 
and whites, natives of America, do 
not well bear tranfplantation. Of the 
two companies fent from Ma/achufet’s- 
Bay in New England many years ago, for 
the relief of ‘Famaica, not above 5 or 6 
returned. Of the 500 men [ent to the 
Cuba expeditions, but 50 returned. Of 
the 4000 men, volunteers, upon the ex- 
pedition to Cape Breton, one half died of 


ficknefles *,, and they who returned, B ‘ entertaining’ and 


came home with ahabit of idlenefs.

Inliftments, therefore, fhould be al- 
lowed only occafionally,. in cafes of in- 
vafions, or infurrections in the neigh- 
bouring provinces. : 

Imprefling of feamen for the fervice 
of the navy prevents the increafe of fhip- 
ping and feamen in the colonies, and 
occafions riots, and dangerous tumults, 
of which the following is an inftance. 

Nov. 17, 1747, commodere K- 5 
made a general imprefs at Bo/fon, by his 
pre(s-gang, of fhipbuilders apprentices, 
and whole crews of fhips, not only out- 
ward-bound, but actually cleared out, 
without leaving any of his own people 
on-board, to take care of the fhips and 
merchants interefts. ‘This naturally oc- 
cafioned a confiderable tumult; the ri- 
oters feized the fea-officers, that the com- 
modore had left on fhore, by way of re- 
prizals, but ufed them well.——The 
commodore threatened, and did actual- 
ly make fome advances with his fleet to- 
wards the town to bombard it, or land 
his men there; but this refolution aba- 
ted, and he returned a fewof the men. 
—He charged the merchant-fhips with 
harbouring deferters ; but found none ; 
for fuch people generally take fanctuary 
in Rhode-Ifland colony: and he alledges 
that his officers exceeded orders. 

Had any attempt been made on the 
town, as the channel is narrow, it might 
have endangered the fquadron ; for, per- 
haps, fome defperate fellows, animated 
with rage, and ftrong drink, might, at 
all hazards, have cut the men of war’s 
cables, and fo the fhips would have been 
ftranded i 

The pofé comitatus, or militia of Bo/- 
ton, were, by order of the Governor, 
call’d to arms, but did not appear. In 


fact, the Governor thought it advifable 4 


to retire to Ca/tle Ifland, and, after a few 
ays, was welcomed back to town by 


C an act, Anno 1746 
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the regiment of militia under arms, as 15 
ufual upon the reception of a new Go- 
vernor, or reaflumption of the govern- 
ment.

’ The ‘impreffing of feamen has, in 
art, been redrefled by a late act of par- 
iament.

SIR,  CafleWiiliam, Nov. 19, 1747. 
A FTER fufferjng the infults of an outra- 


noon, poving, my houfe befet, and one of 
the under- therifts, who was placed at my door, 
dragged away from thence, beat, plundered, 
and put in the ftocks ; and greater outrages 
gommitted at night in a rebellious manner upon 
myfelf and-his majefty’s council, by being fur- 
rounded in the council-chamber by an atmed 
mob, and affaulted there with brick~bats, and 
by their forcibly entering the town-honfe, and 
afterwards by the fame mob’s affembling at 
night, before my houfe, in a tumultuous 
manner, and threatning to burn a_ barge, 
which they then thought belonged to his ma- 
jefty, in my court-yard, poflefling themfelves 
of the gates of the town, and threatning to 
feize all the officers of his majefty’s navy then 


im the town, and detain them as hoftages, and 


fubje€t them to the violence of their lawlefs ar- 
bitrary will, in defiance and to the overthrow 
of his majefty’s government: And finding 
myfelf without a proper force for fupprefling 
this infurreétion, and maintaining the king’s 
authority in the town ;——the foldiers of the 
gnilitia there having neglected and refufed to o-

I fhall be likewife glad of the advice of the 
gentlemen of the council, upon this occafion 
and of feeing them here for that putpofe, if 
they think -his majefty’s fervice requires it. 

Inclofed, { fend you governor Knozules’s ah- 
fwer'to the'letter which I fent him yefterday, 
and read over to youfirft, and which I am forry 
has not procured, yet, the difmiffion of the in- 
habitants of the province lately impreffed and 
carried on board his fquadron, as alfo of man 
other feamen belonging to outwardbound vef- 
fels ; which I am fatisfied he would have done 
inftantly, had not the outrages committed on 
his officers, and the king’s government, pre- 
vented him ; and, I am forry to hear, that 
further obftruCtions are laid in my way, by the 
mob’s feizing and detaining Capt. Er/hine, as 
alfo fome petty-officers laft night, in their cuf- 
tody ; but I have the fatisfaétion to find, that 
my anfwer to Mr Knozules’s letter from.hence, 
has prevented him from putting his refolutions 
in execution ; which had J remained in Boffon, 
nothing would have hindered. 

I likewife received another letter.from him 


between three and four o'clock this morning, 
with an offer of 200 marines, to reinforce the 
caftle, and that he would come with them in 
perfon: But Linftantly.excufed myfelf from 
accepting his offer (as what mutt caft a reflexi- 
on upon:the loyalty and Sony of the whole pro- 


vince to -his. ,majefty) by letting him know, 
that I did not-retire for fafety to.my per- 
fon, but only to thew a publick mark of my 
refentment, at the behaviour of the town of 
Boffon, upon this occafion, and till F had col- 
lected a fufficient force of the country militia, 
to quell the infurre€tion: And that I had not 
the leaft apprehenfion of the caftle’s being in 
danger from any mob.

By the bye, mufk,* 
camphire,affa fetida, and other odoriferous fub- 


, ftances, whether fweet or feetid, perhaps alfo 


act as poifon, and perform their wonders in the 
fame manner : as it is poffible there may be fuch 
a thing as a vermicular affection of the nerves, 
and their contents, as well as of the blood.— 
What convulfions, and other horrid fymptoms, 
are fomet'mes caufed by worms ! 

I am led by thefe reflections to obferve, with 
infinite concern, the numbers of little inno- 
cents that are weekly fwept away in your me- 
tropolis by the fmall-pox. As they generally 
are untra¢table, and cannot be brought to take 
things as they ought, give me leave' to recom- 
mend the ufe of tar plaifters. External appli- 
cations are often very availing'in worm-cafes. 
In this, the aforefaid balls might be apply’d to 
the wrifts, throat, pit.of the ftomach, belly, 
ec. poultis-wife. As a proof of the efficacy 
of tar in this diftemper,-a young gentleman, 
as I am told, of. Oxford, has lately been twice
